Now this 
would seem impossibl ut in as- 
trology nothing impossible is ever 
indieated—and when I say that the 
seience of astrology indicates that 
these two men will be elected at 
the same time, I mean what I say, 
for one man is William H. Taft 
and the other is James S. Sher- 
man.

Ingersoll passed away in the year 
following (1899) and ‘immediately 
many who claimed to be mediums 
gave to the press statements у 
purported to eome from the spirit 
of Ingersoll. In all these state- 
ments Ingersoll was quoted as say- 
ing: that there was a future life 
and that he had changed his ideas 
since entering the ''spirit world,” 

But those who knew Ingersoll 
in his life doubt the truth of these 
statements, for they give no evi- 
dence of his style of speech or 
thought. 

Now it is reported that Mrs, In- 
gersoll, living at the Ing 
home at Dobb's Ferry, is expeet- 
ing or awaiting the spirit return 
of her late husband. Therefore, if 
this be true, we see that time and 
circumstances have made a change 
in the beliefs of Mrs, Ingersoll. 
The mystery of death has made 
its Impression even npon her, and 
it is surprising to hear her вау: 


“My husband said 
death ‘if a world of s 
and it is possible for a 
to establish communication be- 
tween that world and this on whieh 
we live, I will try and ,establish 
communieation with уоп?”

Future Book-Shop 
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A DEPARTMENT FOR THE MENTAL, MORAL AND

Habit is of great import in the 
proper training of a ehild. Even 
from the day of birth regularity 
of eating, drinking, sleeping, exe: 
and playing, should be en- 
ed. Once these habits are ac- 
quired they insüre the child's life 
against disease and illness. 

Without a doubt more infants 
and ehildren suffer physically from 
irregular eating than from over or 
under-feeding, As soon as a baby 
is ailing the doctor preseribes regu- 
lar times for feeding; if the child 
becomes ill, his diet and time of 
feeding is regulated and even with 
the grown-up folk, the physician 
finds it necessary to regulate the 
hours for eating. Therefore, this 
must be of some importance, 

And while I am speaking of eat- 
ing let me say one word relative 
to infant's food. God and nature 
have ordained and provided a nat- 
ural food for all infants; the hu- 
man milk is the only proper food 
for an infant. Remember this, 
mothers, when you are reading the 
glowing advertisements of speeial 
foods designed to take the plaee of 
mother's milk. The advertisements 
wil show you photographs of 
many babies who look fat and 
plump enough to be healthy; but 
this is not always the case, 

Of course there are instances 
where milk from the breast is im- 
possible and other food must be 
substituted; but if the infant ean 
be fed from the breast it should 
always be done. Mothers who, to 
avoid the unpleasant ineonvenienee 
of feeding a child from the breast, 
purposely avoid it and substitute 
artificial foods, are punishing their 
infant and condemning its child- 
hood to illness. 

I have in mind one case where 
milk from the breast was impos- 
sible. The physician failed, as is 
often the ease, to prescribe the 
proper substitute and friends rec- 
ommended condensed milk, weak- 
ened with water. This seemed to 
be satisfactory for several months 
for the baby was a strong and 
healthy boy. But in the third 
month a change was made to one of 
the well advertised ‘‘baby foods.” 
Immediately the baby began to 
grow plump, even fat, and the par- 
ents were ready in the sixth month 
to send a testimonial to the manu- 
facturer of the food praising its 
value. But no physician had ex- 
amined the child and the parents 
did not know why the baby was 
growing so plump.

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THE MYSTERIOUS 
“BLACK STONE” OF MECCA. 


A Journey to Arabia and a Visit to one of the 
Most Sacred Places in the World. 


By Milton Renault. 


Let us journey to Arabia, and 
gomg inland from the ked Sea 
about eighty miles from Jidda on 
the coast, approach the town of 
Месса. Nearing this ancient town 
we note with some wonderment 
that it lies in a sterile valley and 
that the whole of the surrounding 
country called the Harem is al- 
most absolutely without cultivation 
or date palms. Immediately be- 
yond we observe that fruit trees, 
Springs, wells, gardens and green 
valleys give prominence to the bar- 
ren lands of Mecca. In fact, the 
town lies in the heart of a mass of 
rough hills, intersected by a laby- 
rinth of narrow valleys and passes, 
and projecting into the Шаша or 
low country on the Red Sea, in 
front of the great mountain wall 
that divides the eoast-lands from 
the central plateau. 

The immediate territory sur- 
rounding the town of Mecca has 
always been known as sacred— 
the Harem. It is an inviolable ter- 
ritory, which was not the sanctuary 
of a single tribe but a place of pil- 
grimage, where religious observ- 
ances were associated with a series 
of annual fairs at different points 
in the vicinity, 

Just before we enter this sacred 
territory we pass through the small 
settlement where most of the Mec 
cans live, We note no especial ac- 
tivity in the streets or lanes, for 
the day seems to be a holy day. A 
few Meccans are seen acting as 
guides, while we find upon inquiry 
that on business days they devote 
their time to camel transport and 
contracting and acting as touts on 
land and sea. Their greatest source 
of income is through letting rooms 
to those who visit their town and 
from large fees extracted on vari- 
ous pretences, among which those 
of holy ceremonies are prominent. 

‘Today they seem lazy—but there 
is in the very air a feeling of tense 
excitement, The town seems de- 
serted. Places of business are 
closed, and in the lower end of the 
settlement we observe the passing 
of a number of curiously dressed 
natives, heads bowed and voices 
chanting, Following them we see 
many foreigners who, like us, are 
visiting the place for the first time, 

The climate is warm, and the 
hot, brilliant sun makes us seek 
what little shade exists. We pass 
many quaint buildings with 
strange inscriptions and join the 
little army bent upon an Eastern 
journey. We hesitate to inquire 
as to the goal, but we feel from 
instinet that the natives are jour- 
nying. to Mecca—and to the Kaa- 

а. 

Gradually we approach the 
Mosque in the centre of this sa- 
ered town. At first we see what 
seems to be a high wall, eireular 


in form, and surmounted at reg- 
ular spaces by small cupolas. Be- 
yond are hills and higher buildings 
in rough stone whose shadows cast 
the only gloom over the interior 
of the Mosque. 

The gates are open in the wall 
and throngs are passing within. 
We are told that only three times 
a year are these gates opened; 
once for women, once for men and 
onee to allow eleaning to be done. 
Passing within we are impressed 
with the ancient architecture, the 
solemn dignity, and the beautiful 
color-blending of the heavenly ean- 
ору above, the gray and brown of 
the stone, the tan of the ground, 
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“Black Stone?" 
very interesting. 

Long before the time of Moham 
med, the chief sanctuary in Mee 
was the Kaaba. It was à rude 
stone building, a cube in shape, 40 
feet long, 33 feet wide and 50 feet 
high. Its corners were oriented 
Mohammed in his time purged it of 
idols and adopted it as the sane- 
tuary of Islam. It has been rebuilt 
many times since then, and once 
was partially destroyed by fire in 
the siege in 683 A. D. In the 
north corner of this aneient 
building is the famous and sacri 
“Black Stone. 

The story connected with this 
stone runs as follow Before this 
ancient building existed, yes, even 
before the town of Mecea was es- 
tablished, when the place was a 
vast field of hot sand, a tribe of 
wild Arabs were crossing through 
this territory. They were half 
dead with hunger and thirst, their 
condition desperate, They were 
loking right into the face of death, 
which we enn appreciate from a 
journey across the sands in the

and the eontrasting black, gold and 
red of the rich covering in the cen. 
tre, surrounded by natives in vari- 
ous light tints, 

Before we ean analyze our im- 
pression we note the feeling of 
sacredness which pervades the 
mosque, Almost unconsciously we 
wish to raise our hands and stoop 
on bended knee, but we realize that 
this would be humble homage jn- 
deed compared to the sincere rev- 
erence so simply shown by the na- 
tives, 

Some ceremony seems to be in 
order, Lines are being formed and 
we feel that we are not only out 
of place within this sacred field, 
but intruding upon some solemn 
worship. 

Inquiry reveals that these na- 
tives have come here upon their 
yearly pilgrimage to kiss the 
“Black Stone’’ and to see the new 
covering placed upon the Kaaba. 
This is the most sacred service in 
Arabia and one which is so old that 
man has lost the historical record 
of its origin. 

What are the Kaaba and the 


fiery sun: almost a burning death. 

Presently they eame to a green 
spot in this ocean of sand where 
they found dates and a small 
spring and enough shade to shield 
them from the sun for a time. 
They were joyous; it was a heaven 
in midst of hell; a place like unto 
what we would consider a goal of 
life. They bowed down in humble 
worship, first to their God, then 
to nature and lastly to the dates, 
the trees and the water. Truly 
no Worship was ever more sincere 
than this, 

Refreshed, they sat down and 
allowed their camels to graze. Al- 
ready evening was upon them, as it 


is now while we gaze upon these , 


humble natives preparing for their 
sacred service. As the faint stars 
began to spot the henvens, there 
was а sudden crash, a strong sw 


rish- 
ing noise and from the peaceful 
heavens there was a lurid flash, 
and the earth near them was struck 
by a meteor-stone. Dumb with awe 
and fright they looked appealingly 
at each other while their camels 
dropped to the ground in terror. 


“What is it—and why!" was on 
the tongue of each Arab, but none 
could sp They only knew that 
as if im answer to their prayers, 
some token had соте from the In- 
finite Heights where Allah's throne 
was hid from sight in splendor, 

Finally they dug the stone from 
the ground where it was imbedded 
and placed it beside the spring, 
‘Two marvels in that ocean of 
sand— the gushing spring of 
cooled water from below, and the 
stone from above! In sacred rev- 
they bowed—not to the 
stone or to the water, but to the 
mystery of life, the mystery of 
йе Heights, the mystery of The 
Depths. This then was the origin 
of the worship of the ‘Black 
Stone’? and its secret is—the mys: 
tery of Heights and Depths. 

After due ceremony these Arabs 
gathered all the stones they could 
procure and piled them high into 
the form of a square building 
which would cover the spring. This 
was the beginning of the building 
known as the Kaaba, and in due 
time, when the building was en- 
larged, the **Blaek Stone’? which 
is about seven inches long, was 
placed in the northeast corner, 
along with 365 other sacred stones. 

Since then there is a yearly ser- 
viee when a new and richly em- 
broidered cloth covering is hung 
over the Kaaba, At this service 
the “Black Stone’? js kissed and 
again the great secrets of 
Heights and Depths (the Heavens 
and the Earth) are discussed. 

Tradition says that the meteor- 
olite was originally white, but that 
the sins of mankind and the many 
kisses placed проп it have blaek- 
ened its surface, 

The ceremony of placing the new 
cover over the Kaaba being ended, 
let us now travel aeross the Medi- 
terrancan where, next month, we 
may visit some other sacred scene,

At special request by many of 
lers of The Future Home 
mal, E will deseribe the planet 
Saturn this month instead of Mar 
as was planned, 

Until the year 1781 Saturn was 
supposed to be the planet which 
marked the uttermost boundary of 
our solar system. Astronomers at 
that time did not believe that there 
was any other planet further from 
the Sun than urn Aut Ur: 
(or Hersehel) and Neptune were 
and found to be still 
further from the Sun, These lat- 
ter planets will be treated later. 

The t orbit of Saturn, whieh 
is the path he travels around the 
Sun, is so great that it requires 
29 1-2 years for Saturn to complete 
the trip, traveling at the very slow 
rate of six miles a second. "There. 
fore, the seasons on Saturn are 
twenty-nine times more protraeted 
than this earth. Those 
interested should refer to a popu 
lar book on astronomy containing 
charts or maps of the various or- 
bits of the planets, One word of 
warning may be appropriate her 
The orbits of the various planet 
are illustrated by dotted eireular 
lines. Tt must not be supposed, 
however, that the orbits of the 
planets circles; they are 
or elliptic in shape, but the circles 
are used here to make the illustra- 
tion plainer.

The mean diameter of Saturn is 
71,000 miles or nearly nine times 
that of our earth, 

When Saturn is nearest to the 
earth, Saturn would appear as 
large as would a sixpence held at 
a distanee of 210 yards from the

‚ dull star, and it is entirely 
void of the sparkling radiance 
Which is possessed by Jupiter. In 
the telescope, however, it appears 
as shown in the illustration made 
for this article, Tts most con- 
spicnons markings are tropical 
dark belts of a greyish or greenish 
hue, above and below these near 
the poles are extensive blue сап.

Saturn is distinguished, how- 
ever, as is not another planet, by 
the possession of an unique set of 
appenda Nothing else like them 
can be seen elsewhere in the heay- 
ens. This makes Saturn the 
strangest of all the planets. 

Saturn's rings are in the plane 
of its equator, As a rule these 


rings are difficult to see, but at c 
tain times the sun's rays strike 
them and they become very bril 
liant. They appear to be separ- 
ated into two eireles, the inner one 
often being the brightest. The 
black space which separates the 
two light rings is called ‘Cassini's 
division” 1 ise that eminent ob- 
server was, in 1675, the first to per: 
ceive the division, The diameter 
of the rings is 172,800 miles and 
their breadth is 42,300 miles. The 
inner black space between the two 
light rings and the sphere is also 
a ring and this is 11,000 miles wide 
as is the outside light ring. The 
cen or second light ring is 18,000 
miles wide. 

These rings are so thin that 
often when they are in a position

MONTHLY SERMON 


By the Founder of the Universal Church of the Future 


For where two or three are gath- 
ered in My name, there am I in 


the midst of them. — Matthew 
18:20, 

How true this is! Tt was this 
very thought and its apparent 


truth which led to the foundation 
of The Universal Church of The 
Future. For years I have been 
impressed with the solemn services 
held in the quiet of the home and 
I have been equally impressed by 
the lack of solemn worship and 
true prayerfulness in the public 
services held in some grand and 
costly churches. After all, is it not 
in the quiet of the home that pray- 
ers are most spontaneous and in the 
family eirele that we more often 
find the closest communion with 
God! In our sorrow, in our de- 
spair, we seek the silence and the 
sacredness of the home and there 
seek from our Lord and Maker the 
blessings, sympathy and strength 
we crave. 

Alone with God! How sweet 
the thought and what repose of 
mind, body and spirit we find in its 
praetiee! Can we deny that where 
two or three are gathered together 
in the quiet of the home, solemnly 
worshipping and praying, there 
may be far greater attunement with 
God than when a multitude are 
gathered in a publie place? 

Rising above all is the value of 
prayer. Silent, concentrated pray- 
er to God is found oftenest in the 
small, quiet gatherings of the 
home: thus greater results are ac- 
complished. We must never lose 
sight of the psychic qualities and 
elements of prayer. To believe 
that a mere verbal request spoken 
sincerely will be answered is a 
grave mistake. If we grant that 
God is ever listening to our pray- 
ers and ready to grant all requests, 
then, mere requests would suffice. 
But we have no right to assume 
that God is willing and at all times 
ready to grant requests which may 
or may not be worthy. Therefore 
something more is necessary. We 


must first be detached from our- 
ves; must first become attuned 
with the infinite; we must reach 
that stage of psychie development 
wherein God becomes part of us 
and within our &p 

Verily, we must worship God in 


Spirit. Are we not told in St. 
John, 4th Chapter, 23rd verse. 
that: “But the hour cometh, and 


now is, when the true worshipers 
shall worship the Father in spirit 
and in truth: for the Father seek- 
eth sueh to worship him!" And 
the next verse tells us why this 
is necessary. It reveals a great 
and powerful psychie truth which 
my Brothers and Sisters of The 
Universal Chureh would do 1 
to memorize: “Оой is a Spirit: 
and they that worship him must 
worship Him in Spirit and in 
truth,’” 

Even greater than sincere prayer 
is concentrated and combined wor- 
ship. This is why T believed that 
a Universal Church, with members 
throughout the land, meeting in 
their homes in sincerity and com- 
bined, concentrated, force would 
result in greater good for each 
member.

Неге we are told of the value of 
concentrated thought power; here 
we see the trnth of my argument 
that a Church with members 
throughout the land, all meeting 
at one time and with the same 
prayer to God, will become a most 
powerful agent for good. For this 
reason one prayer is outlined for 
each month's service and that 
prayer is sincerely and devoutly 
offered to God by the hundreds 
who are members of the Universal 
Church. More than this: by being 
united in one thonght. one prayer. 
one purpose, one ereed, that of 
Love, each member becomes at- 
tuned with the infinite and the 


Divine blessing is given so strongly 
that each member must feel its in- 
fluence. 

Years ago T was impressed with 
the forceful statement found in I 
Peter, Chapter 2, Verse 17: ‘Hon- 


our all men, Love the brotherhood. 
Fear God. ITonour the King.” 
Love the Brotherhood! А true 


feeling of brotherhood was laeking 
in our ehurehes, The usual reli- 
gious propaganda did not permit 
of the possibility of true brother- 
hood and this was an additional 
reason’ for the forming of а new 
Church. The Universal Chureh of 
the Future recognizes the brother- 
hood of man and the sisterhood of 
women. ‘‘Brothers and Sisters 
ате we in the name of the Lord.”

Confess your faults 
one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed.

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The Advancement of Criminal 
Punishment. 


(Written for the 


Future Home Journal.) 


By Capt. Theodore Higgins. 


‘That the world has advanced in 
its humane characteristies is read- 
ily seen when we compare the an- 
cient and modern methods of pun- 
ishing criminals. In ancient times 
the sole aim in punishing a erimi- 
nal was to torture him or her be- 
yond our present means of com- 
prehension. To treat a criminal 
humanely or with respect to per- 
sonal suffering, was out of the 
question, Those who sentenced 
criminals to punishment consid- 
ered it their duty to devote more 
time to devising new and painful 
tortures than to a proper judicial 
hearing of the case, If the crimi- 
nal was guilty, he or she was de- 
serving of the most painful and 
barbarie punishment possible. 
Nor were these tortures applied to 
serious criminals alone, In many 
cases the offense was minor, as [ 
shall show, yet every means was 
adopted to make the punishment 
us severe as human, or rather in- 
human, ingenuity could devise, 

In general, torture was inflicted 
for two purposes— (1) as a means 
of elieiting evidence from a wit- 
ness or from an aceused person, 
either before or after condemna- 
tion, or (2) as a part of the pun- 
ishment. As we shall see, these 
tortures included е form of 
bodily and mentally inflicted su 
fering far beyond what was really 
required safely to imprison the of- 
fender. 

The origin of torture as punish- 
ment is difficult to trace, But it 
would seem that the Roman system. 
was the basis of all subsequent Bu- 
ropean systems. The principal 
forms of torture in use were the 
‘k (mentioned as far back as 
ero), the leaden balls, the 
barbed hooks, and cord compress- 
ing the arm. 

The confession or statement of 
an accomplice to а crime was never 
considered worthy of serious atten- 
tion until that confession had been 
repeated under torture, Capital 
punishment or denth was never 
permitted until the eriminal had 
first confessed under torture of- 
ten lasting many days and result- 
ing in death. Even in cases where 
one accused another of а erime, the 
accuser had to suffer torture unless 
he proved his case, Even ered- 
itors were allowed by law to tor- 
ture their debtors by keeping them 
confined in prison and subjecting 
them to eruelty until payments 
were made, 

Crucifixion was a common mode 
of cruel punishment for many 
years. Death was generally infliet- 
ed in this way and the criminal 
often hung upon a rude eross for 
many days suffering intense agony 
inflicted by officers of the law. This 
form of punishment was eventually 
abolished by Constantine in the 
year 315 A. D. in veneration of 
Him who was erueified for man- 
kind. 


Another form of torture was to 
sever the arms and legs of the 
eriminal and allow him slowly to 
bleed to death, the while suffering 
the agony of such mutilation. This 
form was ntually moderated 
and partly forbidden by Justinian 
who ordered that only one hand 
was to be torn from the arm, Then 
the cutting off of the nose became 
a popular torture, for it allowed 
the criminal to live in many cases 
although he would be disfigured 
for life. 

Strange to say, when the inter- 
ests of the Church were involved 
in a erime, the Chureh preferred 
and ordered more severe torture, 
Thus, according to the Theodosian 
Code, a heretic was to be flogged 
with lead before banishment, OF 


So much for ancient methods of 
punishment. In modern times we 
find the law more humane. Until 
recently torture of some mild form 
у used to ing about confes- 
sions, but we haye advanced to the 
stage where we think we are hu- 
mane; for the law now makes its 
tortures mental instead of phys- 
ieal. In many States the eriminal 
to be executed upon the gallows 
is confined in prison with no knowl- 
edge as to what day or time his 
e place, His 
mental suffering in thus not know- 
ing what hour is to be his last i 
pitiful and the slightest noise 
night or causes the prisoner 
to jump with fear only to suffer 
again mentally for hours and days. 


Even in seeuring confessions we 
have what is known as ‘The Third 
Degree." "This is a process of men- 
tal torture which few criminal 
can stand. In the ease of a per- 
юп suspected of murder it often 
occurs that he has his restless night 
disturbed by the appearance of a 
ghostly figure at the cell door

ten hot lead was poured into the 
ears of a person who had insulted 
a bishop or priest in à ehureh. 

Tt must be understood that eruel 
torture was not only sanctioned 
and allowed by law, but was order- 
ed by the judge or jury and the 
torture of a criminal was general- 
ly attended by the judge, the regis- 


trar and the executioners, who 
were the only persons allowed to 
attend. 


In the illustration here given we 
see a very common mode of torture 
of ancient times. The eriminal, 
the accused, or the suspected was 
placed upon a cross, Ropes were 
tied about his wrists and ankles 
and these ropes were drawn tight 
by mechanical means until they 
sank deep into the flesh and cut 
through to the bone. Tf this pain 
did not сапѕе the criminal to con- 
fess or it did not answer the law's 
purpose, his bare body was branded 
and burned with hot irons and 
molten lead. Often the skin in 
soft parts was pinched and torn 
away in large pieces. This torture 
was applied to women as well. The 
executioners generally hid their 
identity under masks, as shown, 


which purports to be the ghost of 
the murdered опе, Then a room is 
often arranged in the prison to be 
a counterpart of the place of the 
murder. All the accessories of the 
scene are installed, even to the ta- 
bles and chairs, and an officer of 
thé law or a detective is used to 
pose as the body of the person mur- 
dered, ‘Then, in the semi-darkness 
of the place, the suspect is sudden- 
ly brought face to face with the 
counterpart of the criminal scene. 
He sees the dying man upon the 
floor gasping for breath with the 
blood freely flowing and often the 
dying body will turn its hand and 
point an accusing finger at the sus- 
pect. If the suspect is guilty he 
cannot face this seene withont col- 
lapsing and guilty or not it often 
ruins the suspect’s mental condi- 
tion. All sorts of means are used 
hy our modern police and criminol- 
ts to extort a confession from 
spects and the “Third Degree'" 
is feared more than the punish- 
ment in many eases. 

Of course, actual punishment has 
become more humane. We have 
done away with dark dungeons and 
unelean prisons. Modern jails and 


prisons are built upon sanitary 
lines and the comfort of the crim- 
inal considered more than his 
punishment. Bodily punishment is 
neyer inflicted except in cases of 
capital crimes and even in such 
ses the tendency is to confine the 
prisoner to long terms rather than 
to death. Officers of the law are 


forbidden to treat with undue 
cruelty any su or eondemned 
eriminal ven in of the 


most dastardly erimes when many 
wish to hang publicly and torture 
the criminal, the law is invoked 
and even the militia called out to 
use every possible means to pre- 
vent the criminal from suffering 
any bodily pain. 

In capital pun 


est advance has been made. T he 
gallows, with its suffering, is per- 


mitted in but few States, electrocu- 
tion being substituted as being the 
most humane method, since thus 
the criminal suffers no bodily pain 
for more than half a second and 
the mental suffering is partially 
eliminated by the thonght that the 
body will not suffer, 

In the future we shall no doubt 
ay with capital punishment 
ether. The old maxim of an 
for an eye’? is fast becom- 
xtinet and the question is still 
presented: “If it is a crime to 
take a haman life, then why should 
the law, the expounder of what is 
criminal and legal, be permitted to 
take a life."

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Weird Secrets of 
The Great Pyramid 
of Egypt Revealed.

For centuries past the Great 
Pyramid at Egypt has been the 
gma of science and the cause 
of wild speculation. Who built it? 
why was it built! and what secret 


The most modern machinery and 
marvelous engineering feats could 
not ereet such a building, It must 
have taken many years, many thou- 
sands of laborers, laboring for love, 


does it eontain? are the questions 
which have been unanswered since 
* before Christ, for the 
Great Pyramid is at least 4,000 
years old. 

‘That the Pyramid is of scientific 
and religious origin is proven be- 
yond a doubt. ‘That it holds many 
Secrets which would be detrimental 
to the existence of many forms of 
religious worship is so evident that 
we find one good reason why the 
modern church has so little to say 
regarding its meaning.

Another peculiarity of the Pyra- 
mid is that “at certain times and 
signs the sun shall cast no shadow 
thereon," Seience has investigated

Let me present these few facts— 
for space forbids the giving of all 
that it reveals: 

Ist. The location of the Great 
Pyramid is the centre of all the 
land surface of the world. If its 
locution were used as a compass 
point on а map óf the world, a cir- 
cle would include all of the lands 
known to us. his proves beyond 
à doubt that Columbus and lus im- 
mediate predecessors made no dis- 
eoveries at all—for all the land 
that now exists and is known 10 us, 
was known to the Egyptians in 
their time. Since then we have 
only re-diseovered various lands. 
"Тһе location is central to clime, 
there being no rust, no frost, moss 
or earthquakes to destroy it. 

2nd. Its form and size symbol- 
ize Ше earth quality in its 
weight of five millions of tons, Its 
shape, or inclination from base to 
apex, is the same as from the pole 
to the equator. To express this 
the builder sloped in ten feet for 
every uine in height, "This is what 
enables the sun to shine on it twice 
a year without shadow, for the 
buuder knew the latitude and lon- 
gibude of its location, This proves 
that the Egyptians were just as far 
advanced (aud more so!) in as- 
tronomy as we bebieve we are to- 
day, In height the Pyramid rises 
to 486 feet and a fraction. 

3rd. It was further built on 


“astronomical and astrological lines 


as will bé seen from the following: 
If its height is multiplied by ten, 
nine times, it will equal the dis- 
tance of the earth from the sun. 
As it originally stood, in perfect 
form, it was the only solution to 
the world's greatest mathematical 
problem—the squaring of the cir- 
cle, for the height of the Pyramid 
is the radius of a circle whose eir- 
ewmferenee, if divided into four 
equal parts, each part would equal 
one of the surface sides of the 
base. ‘This is closer in approxima- 
tion than Walli's Indivisibles, or 
Newton's Fluxions or Liebnitz’s 
Caleulus, which calculations were 
made thousands of years after the 
Pyramid was built and are consid- 
ered зо wonderful even today. The 
door of the real entrance to the 
Pyramid was some 49 feet from its 
base, nnd 300 inches east of the 
centre, во ав at once to express the 
tilt of the earth's axis from the 
lane of its orbit and by its height 
rom the ground to express the 
Precession of Equinoxes. When it 
was complete, its granite surface 
would cover some 13 aeres of 
ground, 

But the most, important astron- 
omical feature of the Pyramid is 
its main entrance, As will be seen 
in the illustration here given, the 
main entrance slants downward 
and if its level were extended to 
the sky it would reach the place 
where the Pole Star was located in 
2170 B. C. Therefore, we can use 
this as a ealeulation and know that 
the Great Pyramid was built 2170 
years before Christ, which makes 
the Pyramid 4,079 years old this 
year,

LESSON NUMBER SEVEN 


While the body is growing, the 


„mind is growing, or developing 


also. It must be remembered as 
taught in the first lessons of this 
science, that the mind is not a 
material organ; it is not formed of 
raaterial substances, The brain is 
the material organ of the mind 
and body, but mind itself is not 
made of substances, It is every- 
where within the body; for, as has 
been stated, it is part of the vital 
force of life—it is the soul, 
THE HEART. 

Let us now examine in detail the 
working of the heart, the most 
vital physical organ of the body. 

Physiology of the ordinary kind 
tells us that life depends to a great 
extent upon the heart, This is 
really more trne than scientists of 
the past have realized. 

‘The heart is an electrical pump 
sending forth through the system, 
by way of the vessels, the blood. 
The action of the heart is electrical 
in nature, as will be shown. 

The formation of the heart is 
very interesting, Its general shape 
and position need not be treated 
here since any book on physiology 
will give this information. 

But the exact nature of the sur- 
rounding parts is not so clearly 
given, Previously I have referred 
to a peculiar bag or covering for 
the heart and the solution which it 
contains. Let us note what Thomas 
Н. Huxley, LLD., Е. R. S, an 
eminent anthority on the subject, 
has to say regarding the heart. I 
quote from his book on physiology: 

“Tt is lodged between the lungs, 
nearer the front than the back wall 
of the chest, and is ENCLOSED 
IN A SORT OF DOUBLE BAG, 
the pericardium. * * * Be- 
tween the two layers of the peri- 
cardium, consequently, there is a 
completely closed, narrow cavity, 
tined by an epithelium, and con- 


taining in its interior A SMALL 
QUANTITY OF CLEAR FLUID 
the pericardial fluid,” 

"Then there follows a foot-note 
explaining what this fluid probably 
is. The foot-note reads as follows: 

“This fluid, like that contained 
in the peritoneum, pleura and other 
shut saes of a similar character to 
the pericardium, used to be ealled 
serw ad A 
however, in reality a FORM OF 
LYMPH.” 

My students will note in this last 
paragraph the great doubt as to 
what the fluid really is. At one 
time is was considered serum, but 
now it is only known to be a 
FORM OF LYMPH! Thus we 
see that seience is still in doubt on 
this important question, 

I have found, after careful anal- 
yses, the exact chemical nature of 
this fluid AND KNOW WHY IT 
IS THERE AND HOW IT AF- 
FECTS THE HEART. This sci- 
ence will give this information for 
the first time. 

In the first place, Huxley says: 
“When examined chemically, 
lymph is found to contain the 
same salts as are present in plasma 
and in about the same amount,” 

Plasma contains proteids, and 
examination will show that this 
strange fluid which surrounds the 
heart contains proteids. If we ex- 
amine further we find that proteids 
are composed of the four elements 
—carbon, hydrogen, oxygen and 
nitrogen. 

No doubt my students realize the 
importance of this fact. If they 
will recall, it has been stated that 
the chemical composition of the 
human or animal heart is a complex 
compound of carbon, mitrogen, hy- 
drogen and oxygen. These four 
elements are of earthly substances 
and contain the negative electrical 
current. Therefore the bag which 


covers the heart CONTAINS 
КОШ EAlRLLLY NEGATIVE 
BUBOVKICAL HLEMENTS. Thus 
is the important fact and one 
which science has heretofore over- 
looked, 

lf we examine the aetion of the 
heart we tind that it is sumilar to a 
pump; it does not take in the 
blood through suction, however, 
but takes it in und forces it out 
through a series of contractions 
and relaxations. Lhe action is very 
simular to the opening and closing 
of a hand when making a tist. 

Uertunly there must be а force 
which causes this action of the 
Heart; Lor it is рашу something 
besides a chemical action. ‘Lhat 
physiology does not attempt to ex- 
plain what this force may be is scen 
from these words from Huxley's: 
book: '“1he heart contams within 
atseit something which causes its 
ditterent parts to contract in а 
detinite succession and at regular 
intervals, `” 

What is this something? Sci- 
ence does not state; medicine says 
“ufe” and religion says God. bul 
these are no answers at all, My 
students know the answer, how- 
ever, for it is the working of the 
two electrical currents, the nega- 
tive and positive; one current caus- 
ing the contraction, the other caus- 
ig the relaxation. 

Let us see how this is possible. 
1 have just expiamed that the heart 
1з of material negative substances 
covered by a bag in whieh, and sur- 
rounding the heart, is a chemical 
Huid composed of the same педа- 
tive chemicals as are contained ш 
the ovum and protoplasm. Lhere- 
fore the heart ıs purely a negative 
quality, ready to be acted upon by 
any positive electrical foree whieh 
шау touch it. Jhe next question is 
how this positive electrical cur- 
vent touches the heart, But before 
presenting this fact let me prove to 
you that electricity does cause the 
action of the heart. 

A galvanometer is an apparatus 
for measuring the nature of eleetri- 
eal currents, Electrodes are at- 
tached to the galvanometer, and if 
these two electrodes come in con- 
tact with an electrical current the 
nature of them is shown on the dial 
of the galvonometer. ‘Two elec- 
trodes have been placed in contact 
with the heart of various animals, 
and the galvonometer indicated 
clearly that both negative and posi- 
tive electricity were alternating. 
Let me explain here that the action 
of any electrical current is an al- 
ternating current of negative and 
positive qualities. 
< First, the negative will aet and 
then the positive, then the negative 
again and so on. They do not both 
act at the same time, Therefore, 
the galvonometer showed that the 
alternating contraetion and relax- 
ation of the heart was an alternat- 
ing influence of negative and posi- 
tive electricity. 

This test with the galvanometer 
ean be made by any physician or 
surgeon and the fact proved. How- 
ever, it was never made in the past, 

Since the two electrical currents 
net upon the heart, let me explain 
how this is possible in as few words 


as possible. 


THE LUNOS. 

As has already been explained, 
life depends upon the taking into 
the body the positive electrical eur- 
rents of the atmosphere through 
the lungs. Now, let me explain 
how this is aceomplinshed. 

I shall attempt to do so without 
using technical or seientifle terms. 
The blood in each capillary of the 
lung is separated from the air by 
only a delieate thin skin, which is 
part of the lung membrane, This 
membrane aets as an electrical eon- 
ductor, The blood is on one side 
of the membrane and the air in the 
lungs on the other side. 

Physiology has claimed for years 
that the blood was purified by al- 
lowing the air to pass through this 
membrane to the blood, but exam- 
ination will prove that this is im- 
possible, for the membrane is not 
porous, und therefore the air could 
not reach the blood in this way. 

The truth is this: As fast as the 
blood in the various vessels comes 
in contaet with the thin membrane 
of the lungs, the blood becomes 
charged with the positive electrical 
eurrent of the atmosphere, and this 
positive current is carried by the 
blood to the heart. Understand 
this elearly. When air is breathed 
into the lungs the lungs are im- 
mediately filled with the positive 
electrical current which the air con- 
tains. The lungs are made of 
chemical earthly substance, and 
are therefore negative in electrical 
quality, and this negative quality 
attracts the positive quality of the 
atmosphere.
